A Year Of Industry Deals, 
Shifts & Shakeups

Never let it be said that the technology 
industry is dull. Although some might have 
yearned for at least a smattering of ennui dur- 
ing the dot-bomb days, now that the industry 
has largely recovered, once again it's fasci- 
nating rather than frustrating. The past year 
has been rife with mergers and acquisitions, 
executive changes, and new trends. Here's a 
look at some of the industry's high points 
from the past year. 

Gimme, Gimme, Gimme 

Like many years in the tech sector, 2004 
saw a spate of acquisitions, from small com- 
panies gobbled up by larger competitors to 
strategic buys that could yield new products 
and services for SMEs. 

The small to medium-sized enterprise mar- 
ket is booming, which should make next year 
a happy one for IT and data center managers 
at smaller companies. That market growth 
has sparked many acquisitions, such as the 
purchase of Dantz by EMC. Maker of the 



popular backup application 
Retrospect, Dantz was purchased 
because storage company EMC 
wanted more presence with SME 
customers. 

Dave Farmer, EMC spokes- 
person, said the acquisition fit in 
well with the company's fresh 
focus on the SME sector and 
goes with the recent introduction 
of a $6,000 storage array for 
those customers. "Acquiring 
Dantz was a strategic move," he 
says. "It gives us the opportunity 
to create a full set of products for a fast- 
growing market." 

Other acquisitions were done to expand 
markets or bolster product lines. Some 
notable buys this year were Cisco's purchase 
of Jahi, a firm that develops interfaces for 
network devices to talk to each other, as well 
as HP's acquisition of British computing ser- 
vices company Synstar and German compa- 
ny Triaton, which will give the company 
more leverage in competing with IBM. 




Also this year, America Online acquired 
antispam software vendor Mailblocks in an 
effort to strengthen its antispam ability, and 
Microsoft sought to beef up its search technol- 
ogy by buying Lookout Software. Veritas 
snapped up Invio Software to give the storage 
software maker a tool for standardizing IT ser- 
vices delivery, following a similar move by 
Oracle, which bought Collaxa for its business 
process management engine.

2004 was boring. True, there 
was a heated election, and 
Florida was hit with five major 
storms in just a few months, but 
compared to years past — and no 
doubt compared to the entropy 
of an uncertain future — 2004 
was a mild 12 months. 

So it goes for IT. In 2004, the 
tech universe saw few if any 
revolutions. There was plenty 
of hype. (If there's one thing 



that's constant over the years, 
it' s that hype — that gust of hot 
air that does nothing but cool 
our outlook — is always grow- 
ing.) But few products offered 
to change the way a business 
does business. 

And so it goes for storage. In 
2004, there were no gee- whiz 
products that knocked IT man- 
agers on their ears. But there 
were vital trends that made 
2004 the year that storage in 
the small to medium-sized 



enterprises came 
into its own. 



The Great Migration 

According to Stephen Foskett, 
director of strategy services for 
GlassHouse Technologies, a 
world-class provider of indepen- 
dent storage and backup ser- 
vices, "In storage, there are two 
things that come to mind in 
2004. The first is the migration 
of enterprise storage systems, 
the toys the big guys use, down 
to the SME market." 

Indeed, this year the price of 
SANs dropped slowly but sure- 
ly from the beginning to the

end of the year, putting even a 
midrange SAN in the reach of 
the small business. 

And the major names in stor- 
age noticed the trend. (In fact, 
some would say they drove it.) 
In just one attempt to reach the 
SME market, EMC partnered 
with Dell to sell Clarion storage

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■ CyberGuard announced a new version of its 
CyberGuard Webwasher Content Management 
Suite. ■ Lantronix announced a power manage- 
ment system, the SecureLinx SLP. ■ Nortel 
introduced new remote access security products 
and threat protection capabilities designed to 
improve access security for remote workers. ■ 
Polycom announced the availability of the 
SoundStation2 conference phone. ■ The optiPoint 
420 from Siemens is a new lineup of VoIP phones. 

■ SMC Networks has designed its SMC 
EliteConnect 2.4GHz 802.1 1g wireless Hotspot 
Gateway Kit to allow businesses to use Wi-Fi 
access as a means for generating income. ■ Strix 
Systems recently announced its Access/One 
Network Outdoor Wireless System. 
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Tech stocks benefited from a rebirth of merger mania in the week 
ended Dec. 15 as Sprint and Oracle acquisitions drove speculation for more 
takeovers. But the broader market was muted in part because strategic oil 
reserves in the U.S. have fallen more than expected, driving up oil prices 
again. The Dow closed at 10691.45, up from 10494.23 a week earlier, while 
the Nasdaq closed at 2162.55, up from 2126.1 1 a week earlier. 



I Sprint Agrees To Buy Nextel 

Aiming to create a wireless giant, Sprint 
agreed to buy Nextel for $35 billion in cash 
and stock. The new company will be called 
Sprint Nextel and will have about $40 billion 
in combined annual revenue. The company 
will have 35.4 million wireless subscribers, 
behind only Cingular and Verizon. The 
boards of the companies have approved the 
deal, set to close in the second half of 2005. 

I Oracle Wins PeopleSoft Fight 

After an 18-month struggle, Oracle won 
its hostile takeover of PeopleSoft as the latter 
company's board decided to accept an offer 
of $10.3 billion, or $26.50 a share. The deal 
will make Oracle the second-largest maker of 
software for businesses behind SAP. The 
offer was the sixth that Oracle made and 
10% higher than its earlier "final offer." 
PeopleSoft executives expressed trepidation 
for the fate of the company's employees, 
while analysts predicted a new wave of con- 
solidation and more mergers. The deal 
helped boost stocks on the assumption that 
more takeovers will proceed in the future. 

I HP Says It Will Invest 
Deeper With Itanium 

HP said it will invest $3 billion in its 
Itanium 2 server business over the next five 
years. Meanwhile, it sold a microprocessor 
design group to Intel, which will assume 
sole responsibility for designing Itanium 
processors. HP hopes its move will restore 



momentum behind the sagging 64-bit plat- 
form, which is being undercut by low-cost 
alternatives based on Intel's 32-bit chips 
and AMD's Opteron processors. 

I Time Warner Pays 
$510 Million In Penalties 

Time Warner agreed to pay $510 million 
in fines to settle charges that its America 
Online unit inflated revenue. The suit settles 
charges that AOL engaged in a scheme to 
inflate revenue, with $210 million settling a 
Justice Department investigation and $300 
million for SEC violations. 

I Google To Digitize Libraries 

Google said it would work with Oxford 
University, Harvard, Stanford, the University 
of Michigan, and the New York Public Li- 
brary to create digital libraries of books that 
users could search through over the Internet. 
The collaboration is a major step toward cre- 
ating a digital card catalog and online reposi- 
tory of the world's books. 

I Samsung & Sony Swap Patents 

Sony and Samsung agreed to share the 
bulk of their patents in a move that shows 
cooperation between two consumer electron- 
ics giants. They signed a cross-licensing 
agreement that covers all but the most critical 
competitive technologies. Sony kept its 
PlayStation technology to itself, and Samsung 
held on to its home networking technology. 
The agreement lasts until 2008 and is a sharp 
contrast to litigation among other rivals. 



I Microsoft & Ask Jeeves 
Unveil Desktop Search Tools 

Responding to Google, Microsoft and 
Ask Jeeves announced that they are creating 
tools for searching through users' informa- 
tion on their PCs. Microsoft's MSN Infor- 
mation Services division unveiled a beta ver- 
sion of its MSN Toolbar Suite which bundles 
programs that add search boxes to a com- 
puter. Ask Jeeves' tool allows users to search 
for documents, pictures, and other files. 

I Nortel Expects Loss For Quarter 

Nortel reported a preliminary loss of six 
cents a share for the third quarter, and it 
continues to suffer fallout from an account- 
ing scandal that caused it to delay filing 
financial statements. The telecommunica- 
tions equipment maker also reported unau- 
dited revenue of $2.3 billion for Q3 and 
forecast Q4 revenue of $2.8 billion to $2.9 
billion. Revenue for 2004 is expected to 
reach $10.1 billion to $10.2 billion. The 
company has fired 10 executives over 
accounting moves that boosted the com- 
pany's results last year. 

I PC Market Could Double By 2010 

Market researcher Forrester said the 

number of PCs worldwide is expected to 



double to about 1.3 billion by 2010 because 
of fast growth in emerging markets. China 
will lead with 178 million new PC users by 
2010. About 566 million new PCs are 
expected to be used in emerging markets 
such as China, Russia, and India in 2010. 

I Research In Motion Loses Ruling 

BlackBerry maker Research In Motion 
suffered a setback as an appeals court ruled 
against it on 11 of 16 claims in its patent- 
infringement case against NTP. A lower 
court ruling had favored NTP, a patent-hold- 
ing concern that has been in court with RIM 
over its wireless email patents since late 
2001. The appeals court ruling essentially 
reinforces the lower-court ruling. The ruling 
could force RIM into a costly settlement. 

I Symantec, Veritas Reach Deal 

Security giant Symantec and storage 
software maker Veritas have agreed on a 
merger worth $13.5 billion. Symantec 
Chairman and CEO John Thompson will 
remain in his current role for the combined 
company, and Gary Bloom, Veritas' chair- 
man and CEO, will be named vice chairman 
and president. Industry watchers say the 
merged company will be uniquely poised to 
take advantage of a market where storage 
and security needs are converging.

Integrated Technologies In Mobile 
& Wireless Devices Abound

2004 brought the rise of mobile 
and wireless devices offering mul- 
tiple functionalities that are fun, as 
well as productive. With the ex- 
plosive growth of hotspots — both 
public and private — wireless In- 
ternet access has led to the prolif- 
eration of Web-enabled mobile 
devices such as smartphones, 
PDAs, and the ubiquitous use of 
wireless networking in laptops. 

The past year also introduced 
better security options for meeting 
the much-lacking choices for 
controlling wireless connections 
and the adoption of new stan- 
dards using stronger encryption 
methodology. 

Combos Rule 

One of the most popular inte- 
grated technologies is that of tele- 
phone, camera, and email. "I saw 
my teenage daughter's friend send- 
ing images via email using her 
mobile phone and thought, 'Wow, 
that could really help me in my 
business,'" says Dave Michaels, a 
process engineer for a construction 
equipment manufacturing compa- 
ny in the Northeast.

When Michaels first began set- 
ting up production lines, one-hour 
film processing and FedEx were 
his only means of getting much- 
needed images back to the main 
office.

"Point, click, and 
send is all it takes now," says 
Michaels, who has since equipped 
his engineering staff with Nokia 
3650 mobile phones that support 
both still and video capture, along 
with a rich assortment of features 
such as multimedia messaging, 
tri-band for international travel, 
Java, and Bluetooth. Michaels 
maintains that the $200 mobile 
device has worked just as well as 
a laptop combined with a digital 
camera. "My guys can do email, 
browse online, and use the tele- 
phone. It's better than the laptop 
and easier to carry; plus, the cost 
savings is significant," Michaels 
points out.

VoIP Gaining Speed 

Delivering VoIP, both in a 
wired and wireless setting, has 
rapidly gained ground in the last

announced plans to roll out IP 
telephone service in 2005. 

Industry heavyweights, such as 
Cisco, have already deployed full 
lines of VoIP products that are 
tightly integrated with their cur- 
rent networking offerings. This 
level of assimilation allows for 
businesses to add new technolo- 
gies, such as VoIP, without a 
complete retooling of existing in- 
frastructure, making the deploy- 
ments feasible. 

Cisco's 7900 Series of IP tele- 
phones offers much more than 
just simple telephony. By adding 
the VT Advantage product, video 
can be delivered via VoIP phone. 
Other features include portable, 
wireless phones that can "follow" 
users anywhere provided they 
have access to an IP connection, 
either wired or wireless. 

Cisco has even taken into con- 
sideration the need to combine 
analog and IP and offer open-stan- 
dards mixed environment adapters 
and gateways so older business 
tools such as fax machines can 
exist in the same environment. 
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Don't Forget Security 

Although many companies 
have balked at deploying wireless 
within their organizations due to 
the inherent insecurity, during 
2004 new standards and new pro- 
ducts have been released mitigat- 
ing a number of concerns. 

The IEEE 802.11 Working 
Group approved the 802. Hi stan- 
dard, also known as WPA, in 2004. 
In the works for nearly three years, 
WPA is based upon the AES proto- 
col and is much more secure than 
the previous but broken standard, 
WEP. 

Although 802. Hi still does not 
meet the stringent security require- 
ments for government use, busi- 
nesses are feeling better about 
WPA's level of security in order to 
deploy it within their organizations. 

In addition to better standards, 
new products are entering the mar- 
ket with wireless security in mind. 
AirTight Networks (formerly 
Wibhu Technologies) introduced a 
Wi-Fi Firewall, Spectra-Guard 
2.0 in Q4. The first of its kind, 
SpectraGuard effectively iden- 
tifies and disables unauthorized 
wireless access to corporate net- 
works. This means that organiza- 
tions can roll out WLAN within 
their organization while keeping 
surrounding wireless networks 
from bleeding into their spectrum 
and preventing LAN-jacking of 
their bandwidth by outsiders — 
both common frustrations with 
wireless network installations. 




Gaining in popularity, RIM's BlackBerry 
combines mobile phone and handheld 
functionality. 

While many analysts have vacil- 
lated between wireless and mobile 
technologies being the next killer 
app or a passing fad, from the pro- 
liferation of devices, applications, 
and business practices centered 
around mobile and wireless tech- 
nologies, it is becoming apparent 
that they are both here to stay and 
will continue with strong growth in 
the coming year.

Coming in just under the wire for 2004 
was IBM's decision to sell its PC division to 
China-based Lenovo. The decision was 
unusual because acquisitions usually involve 
larger companies gobbling up smaller ones, 
but it could give IBM enormous leverage in 
the Chinese market in the future. Because the 
deal gave IBM significant stock in Lenovo, it 
is less of an acquisition and more of a broad- 
based, strategic alliance. 

Revolving HR Door 

CEO changes are often lackluster, involv- 
ing retirement and a predictable torch pass 
from one executive to another. But the past 
year has seen a couple of doozies that are 
anything but boring. 

Most notably, Computer Associates went 
through a series of executive firings that led 
to the departure of its CEO, Sanjay Kumar. 
After an investigation by federal authorities 
found accounting problems, Kumar was

Oracle & PeopleSoft 



Like the king and queen of the prom, it's easy 
to remember the dance that took place 
between Oracle and PeopleSoft during the 
past year. Except, in this case, the queen tried 
to leave the gym. In early December, however, 
Oracle finally snapped up rival PeopleSoft in a 
stunning $10.3 billion deal. All that remains to 
be seen now is how it will change the software 
landscape. "It's possible that PeopleSoft will 
simply disappear after this, as Oracle digests 
the company," says META Group analyst 
David Yockelson. "The next year should be 
interesting. Not as lively as the past year, 
maybe, but just as important for the industry." 



formally ousted and eventually was indicted 
by the Justice Department. 

Kumar wasn't the only high-profile CEO to 
swim in hot water. In April, Nortel Networks 
ousted CEO Frank Dunn over issues related 
to accountability for financial reporting. 

In another surprising pink slip develop- 
ment, PeopleSoft fired its top executive, 
Craig Conway, in October. Industry analysts 
were surprised, given the timing of the high- 
profile Oracle move (see the "Most 
Memorable: Oracle & PeopleSoft" sidebar) 
and voiced concerns about the company's 
long-term health in the midst of a contentious 
takeover battle. The company's board of 
directors didn't point to financial concerns in 
firing its CEO, however, keeping fairly quiet 
about its reasons and stating only that they 
had "lost confidence" in Conway's leader- 
ship abilities. 

Search Me 

Although search technology has been 
around for years, it seems that 2004 was 
when the industry really got hot. The Google 
IPO focused intense scrutiny on how lucra- 
tive the search field could be, and the compa- 
ny continues to make news with its every 
move. "Google has really been a company to 
watch this year," says Thomson Financial 
analyst Gint Rimas. "It'll be interesting, too, 
to see how they deal with being a public 
company." 

One of the reasons that Google is under 
scrutiny is that the search sector has attracted 
a slew of competitors. Major contenders 
include AskJeeves, Yahoo!, and America 
Online, but there are also plenty of startups 
such as Blinkx and XI Technologies. 

A major development in the past year was 
the prominence of local search services, 
which could prove to be a boon to SMEs. 
With local search, businesses can purchase

released, it seemed the browser competition 
was back in full swing. Part of the reason for 
widespread grumbling in the industry sur- 
rounding browsers has been Microsoft's 
sluggishness at updating Internet Explorer. 
Worse, numerous security exploits in the past 
year have plagued IE users, who had to patch 
vulnerabilities related to buffer overflows 
and tabbing issues. 

In November, Netscape Communications 
founder Marc Andreessen spoke at the Web 
2.0 conference and blasted Microsoft for fail- 
ing to pursue innovation. He predicted that 
such browsers as Firefox and Opera may turn 
out to kick Redmond into action by grabbing 
more browser market share, forcing 
Microsoft to produce new IE features. 

With the browser wars renewed, CEOs 
coming and going, and search technology 
getting more refined, 2004 has set the stage 
for another year of rollercoaster action. 
And those in the industry wouldn't have it 
any other way.

to small firms pushing for data 
integrity. And while the partnership 
dates back to 2002, it only came 
into its own this year, as 
SMEs learned the benisons 
of high-end storage. 

As proof of this, Foskett 
notes that EMC and Net- 
work Appliance had a huge 
portion of the iSCSI mar- 
ket in 2003 because they 
were the only two firms 
who were in it. But in 
2004, their share has fallen 
(despite the fact their gross 
shipments are up) because, 
says Foskett, "so many 
midsized companies are 
buying iSCSI from so 
many small vendors like 
EqualLogic and others." 

Enter The Giant 

There's another big name 
eager to pierce the iSCSI 
market: IBM recently ad- 
ded an iSCSI target, the 
DS300. 

Billed as an "an entry-level, cost 
effective workgroup storage sub- 
system," the DS300 is designed for 
the IBM eServer xSeries and 
BladeCenter servers and aimed at 
workgroup storage apps, such as 
print and file servers and remote 
boot storage for diskless servers. 

"It's an interesting way of creat- 
ing a complimentary remote- site 
SAN, if you will," says Scott 
Drummond, program director for 
IBM storage networking. "We 
have Fibre Channels dominating in 



data centers, and we continue to 
see that happening until the next 
gee-whiz protocol comes out." But 
according to Drummond, iSCSI 




has value for schools, counties, 
and others with tight budgets and 
thousands of units spread thin geo- 
graphically. 

And, notes Drummond, these 
SMEs are jumping on the iSCSI 
bandwagon. "It's not just the 
technology lovers who are buying 
this stuff," he says. "It's not just 
the early adopters. We've got our 
eye focused on how we're cross- 
ing the chasm into the mainline." 

So why, in 2004, have SANs and 
iSCSI systems wolfed down mar- 
ket share? In large part, they now 



cost the same as "plain old dumb 
internal disk," says Foskett. "The 
iSCSI arrays don't need a special 
host bus adapter. You can use 
Ethernet hardware that's 
lying around the office, and 
the skills needed to manage 
it are so small, as well, that 
we've gotten to a point 
where there's little differ- 
ence between buying an 
iSCSI or Compaq disk 
shelves, cost-wise. But the 
iSCSI offer more." 

An Unwelcome Entry? 

2004 also saw the entry 
of SATA into enterprise 
storage, with a number of 
drives popping up in RAID 
bays — because, bluntly, 
they're cheaper. 

But Drummond warns 
against using cheap equip- 
ment at the expense of 
stability. "There's a trade- 
off," he says. "The duty 
cycle for a good SCSI disk 
is 80%: Both [SATA and iSCSI] 
will be spinning 24 hours a day, 
but we expect the SCSI to be in use 
about 80% of the time, which gives 
you a mean time between failures 
of about a million hours. It's 30% 
for SATA. We're concerned that 
people may start to run SATA at 
SCSI levels," thus pushing the less- 
er drives beyond their tolerance 
and causing more failures, as well. 

In The Trenches 

So, bottom line, what did 2004 
bring to storage in the SME? 



With cheaper SANs and the rise 
of iSCSI, SMEs can now apply 
"good storage management and all 
sorts of virtues to their data, mean- 
ing not only cost savings but avoid- 
ing outages, being able to process 
more data, and treat the data con- 
sistently," in Drummond' s words. 

Nowhere is that as clear than at 
Fresno Heart Hospital, where net- 
work admin Paul Barlow says, 
"We've invested a lot of money in 
our SAN infrastructure, and our 
main goal was a mix between 
speed and cost per size of drive, 
but even more, it's absolute redun- 
dancy and complete data backup." 

As well it should be. With 5TB 
of data and 1.5 more added per 
year in imaging alone, Fresno 
Heart has one of the most ad- 
vanced imaging systems in the 
world. Clinics are nearly wholly 
paperless, and MRIs and CAT 
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scans can be viewed, stored, and 
sent electronically throughout the 
facility. It's a setup, notes Barlow, 
that was possible when high-end 
storage hit the mainstream. 

In fact, Barlow notes that if he 
were to rebuild his system today, 
he'd "most likely do a smaller 
tape loader — there's still a need 
for tape; I have to get my data off- 
site — and I would do a complete- 
ly redundant SAN with a whole 
different SAN solution and I 
would replicate to it. SAN prices 
have come way down. When we 
bought our SAN, it was $500,000. 
We can get the same thing now 
for $200,000." 

In 2004 the storage market went 
from the "ivory tower of IT," in 
Foskett' s words, to just another 
part of the data center, and one that 
IT managers at the SME will have 
to grapple with in full. 



What Didn't Happen In 2004 



While 2004 saw high-end storage hit the mainstream, with SAN and iSCSI 
becoming the darlings of IT managers in the small to medium-sized enter- 
prise, one thing that failed to take off this year was information lifecycle 
management, much-hyped but little-used. 

At heart, ILM is a sound concept. It simply means using advanced software to 
rate the importance and age of your data and then store it accordingly on your 
SAN, servers, and network. In other words, if you have old data that's rarely 
used, ILM software, much like a judge, will sentence it to your older, slower 
servers, and do the reverse for new and vital data. 

Sounds good, no? But with disk space so cheap (and getting cheaper by the 
day), IT managers in the SME have opted to grow their storage capacity 
rather than store their data more cogently. It's only in the large enterprise— 
where storage issues are so complex— that ILM has truly caught on. And, of 
course, this leaves the question that industry watchers and other clairvoyants 
are fighting over: In 2005, will ILM hit the mainstream? And if it does, how will 
it change network storage, possibly forever?

Innovative Technologies 
Hit Their Stride

A quote from science fiction 
author Arthur C. Clarke goes, 
"Any sufficiently advanced 
technology is indistinguishable 
from magic." The year 2004 
certainly brought that to bear 
with a number of seemingly 
"magical" products designed 
and developed with computer 
security in mind. Products that 
ran the gamut from simple, 
one-sided preventive/defensive 
mechanisms to complex, multi- 
faceted constructions involving 
intricate installation and proce- 
dural maneuvers entered the 
security market. Which of 
these fared the best? Esteemed 
experts in the security field 
weigh in with their opinions. 

Oh, Behave! 

New state-of-the-art offerings 
include behavioral analysis 
engines such as Lancope's 
Stealthwatch, Mazu's Profiler, 
and Arbor Networks' Peakflow 
X, vehicles that help administra- 
tors understand what is transpir- 
ing within their networks. There are general- 
ly considered to be two types of virus detec- 
tion: signature-based scanning and behav- 
ioral analysis. Behavioral analysis attempts 
to detect programs that act like viruses, even 
if they are different from known viruses in 
existence. The idea of monitoring behavior 
is not new. In the 1980s, tools such as Argus 
and NNStat were primitive instruments used 
for this purpose. "But I see it as somewhat 
heartening because it means network admins 
are finally waking up to the fact that they 
need to know what is going on in their net- 
works. The '90s were a period of reckless 
depravity from the standpoint of disciplined 
network management," says Marcus Ranum, 
chief security officer for Tenable Security. 

Getting "Pushed" Around 

A new and promising technology is the 
ability to push signatures onto customer 
boxes rather than expecting customers to 
arrange for signatures to be pulled down. 
"Some manufacturers like ourselves have 
started this, and the DTI report in the sum- 
mer suggested that this was the only way to 




improve defense," says Simon Heron, man- 
aging director of Network Box, a U.K.- 
based computer security firm. Most antivirus 
and IDSes rely on the client system regularly 
connecting to a central server and pulling 
down signatures. Failure of the client soft- 
ware to connect to the central server will 
result in no updates being downloaded. 

"Our philosophy is to actively push solu- 
tions onto our devices, and to that end we 
have operations centers worldwide that can 
generate solutions and push them out to our 
clients," adds Heron. One problem with 
active intrusion prevention is that signa- 
tures and heuristics must be kept up-to-date 
to make it effective, much the same way 
you would with antivirus solutions. 
Network Box provides this service to its 
customer base, which are primarily small to 
medium-sized enterprises, so that they may 



Go "Out" For Security 

The most important trend in information 
security at present is the growth of security 
outsourcing, also known as "managed securi- 
ty services." According to Dr. Gary Hinson, 
chief executive for IsecT, "The market for 
hardware security products such as locks and 
keys and software products such as firewalls, 
antivirus, spam filters, and spy ware killers 
has matured. Manufacturers in 
that space have been consolidat- 
ing since 2000, and the process 
continues today as smaller and 
smaller companies with valuable 
intellectual property nuggets are 
being picked out and absorbed 
by the big boys." 

Hinson believes the informa- 
tion security services market, 
however, may have just reached 
its stride in 2004, as a growing 
number of organizations began 
to appreciate that technology 
alone could not keep them 
secure. A good security staff 
and a "culture of security" 
would be needed, as well. 

"Having a core of highly 
skilled in-house security spe- 
cialists is fine for large compa- 
nies so long as they can be 
recruited and retained, but the 
salary trends clearly indicate 
that experienced security pro- 
fessionals are in very high 
demand," says Hinson. Another 
factor to take into account is the 
need to provide 24/7 informa- 
tion security cover, especially 
important in e-business deal- 
ings. SMEs are often unable to 
justify the necessary investment 
and therefore have little choice but to call in 
assistance from outside sources. Hinson 
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explains further, "Specialist security services 
such as incident management, vulnerability 
management, security awareness, and train- 
ing are therefore beginning to take off and 
will continue strong growth through 2005 
and beyond." 

Science Of Compliance 

While not necessarily new in 2004, two 
security products have been getting great 
traction with continued success anticipated 
into the future. The products, 5th Column 
(for commercial entities) and Aristotle (for 
educational entities) come from Sergeant 
Laboratories. Designed to monitor user/

computer activity at the workstation, these 
products provide a level of tracking that 
meets policy compliance. 

"I envision this becoming the need by 
many companies who must meet compli- 
ance with any of the various regulations, 
HIPAA, Sarbanes-Oxley, GLBA, and oth- 
ers. It provides the user/computer audit 
tracking information at a level that will be 
very valuable to many organizations," says 
Ken M. Shaurette, an information security 
solutions manager for MPC Solutions. 
Shaurette predicts that in the near future 
organizations will be seeking evidence that 
supports case laws. They will have to do so 
in order to remain compliant with laws that 
will take effect as evidenced by legislation 
passed in recent years. "A product such as 
this will actively be in position to support 
the evidence gathering, or they will be hir- 
ing computer forensic specialists to gather 
the evidence," adds Shaurette. For addition- 
al information, visit www.sgtlabs.com.

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Networking & VoIP Technologies 
Mature In 2004

For networking technology, 

2004 was a year of maturation. 
Rather than focusing on new and 
trendy technologies, the 
market primarily gave 
its attention to those 
products that once were 
trendy but never quite 
lived up to analysts' pro- 
jections. 

Of all the technology 
that influenced the course 
of this year's business 
activity, perhaps none 
was quite as splashy as 
VoIP telephony. For con- 
sumers, small business- 
es, and enterprises alike, 
2004 has unquestionably 
been the year of VoIP. 

After years of hype, 
VoIP technology is 
finally maturing into 
something most busi- 
nesses are considering — 
at least 67% of business- 
es according to some 
sources. This year was 
huge for VoIP sales, with a 48% 
jump in worldwide sales accord- 
ing to IDC. Even more important 
was the obvious, if somewhat 
immeasurable, explosion in good 
exposure for the technology. 
Analysts are not only calling 
VoIP viable, they are recommend- 
ing businesses convert their com- 
panies from traditional PBX lest 
they get left behind. 

Other big winners this year 
were 10-Gigabit Ethernet, wireless 
networking, and vendors that are 
finally beginning to target SMEs. 

VoIP Strategic Advantage 

In years past, the lure of unlim- 
ited long distance proved to be 
compelling enough for businesses 
to switch over to IP telephony 
when executing their already 
planned updates of PBX systems. 



But by the beginning of 2004, 
the cost of long distance had come 
down so far that this advantage 
seemed only nominal. And in the 
meantime, IT managers were 



phones much more easily. And as 
wireless LANs become more 
mature and powerful, their combi- 
nation with IP phone services will 
provide an extremely cost effec- 
tive alternative to cell phones. 

Most compelling to businesses 
planning a major infrastructure 
upgrade is the fact that all of these 




beginning to understand the hidden 
costs of VoIP, for expenditures 
such as infrastructure upgrades and 
new handsets. 

So why hasn't spending leveled 
off for IP telecommunications? IT 
is finding that the technology's 
once-tactical price advantages 
have now morphed into a strate- 
gic advantage of better features 
over POTS.

strategic advantages can be pro- 
vided for little additional cost. 
The result is a higher ROI when 
installing something that was 
already in the works. 

VolP's Last Roadblock 
Still Not Conquered 

In the past, concerns for things 
such as voice quality and scalabil- 
ity have largely been answered. 
Now, if a business has the money 
for a major VoIP launch, the last 



CIR study mentioned, there has 
been a drop in interest for SONET/ 
SDH technology over Gigabit 
because at this point the lOGbE 
routers are 50 times less expensive 
than OC-192 router ports. 

The lOGbE technology is also 
starting to make sense to more 
companies due to the explosion of 
VoIP this year. As com- 
panies begin to imple- 
ment convergence tech- 
nologies such as VoIP, 
they are finding that they 
need to improve their 
infrastructure's "plumb- 
ing" to handle increased 
traffic on the network. 

Wireless Networking 
Continues To Grow 

Like its Gigabit and 
VoIP counterparts, wire- 
less networking also 
finally broke into the 
mainstream this year. 
The Dell'Oro Group es- 
timates that enterprise 
access point sales will 
ring out the old year 
with 75% more ship- 
ments than in 2003. 

Wireless security prob- 
lems are finally beginning 
to be addressed, and even without 
increased security stop gaps, the 
boardroom is clamoring too loudly 
for the technology to completely 
ignore wireless networking. 

All of this year's most popular 
technology goes hand in hand. As 
businesses move toward lOGbE, 
they are looking for ways to 
leverage the technology with their 
WLAN into super-fast wireless 
connections. This so-called Wi- 
Max technology hasn't made it

Most Important Advancement: 
Regulation Consolidation 



Though the VoIP sector has been innovating and growing tremendously in 
2004, the biggest advancement didn't come from vendors or manufacturers. It 
came from the government. 

No, Uncle Sam didn't invent a new VoIP gadget. But the suits that work for 
him at the FCC did just clear the way last month for the industry to innovate 
unimpeded. Since 2003, a growing cloud has been hovering over VoIP in 
the form of threatened regulations. Especially worrisome to industry insid- 
ers was the growing rumble from local lawmakers hoping to cash in on the 
growing, but still fledgling VoIP phenomenon. Analysts agreed that if local 
lawmakers were given the right to regulate VoIP in the United States, the 
industry could suffer from the confusion cased by the resulting mish mash 
of laws and a potentially heavy tax burden. The only thing from keeping the 
legislators at bay was the fact that the technology is so young that there 
was no precedence for jurisdiction. Before 2004, no one from the federal 
government had called any formal dibs on the technology, though it 
became clear by last year that the FCC would play some role in the regula- 
tory process. 

Throughout the year there were signs that the FCC would rule on the VoIP 
question, but it wasn't until November that the matter was finally put to rest. 
FCC decision makers voted 3-2 to ban states and municipalities from putting 
telecommunications regulations on VoIP providers. The ruling states that VoIP 
is no different than any other Internet application. 



stumbling block to IP telephony 
adoption lies in security. 

Some experts worry that the 
advent of VoIP spam isn't too far 
away. But most scary to industry 
insiders is the fact that any kind 
of network breach can render an 
IP phone network as useless as its 
other application counterparts 
during down time. As security 
firms begin to address this prob- 
lem, VoIP salespeople will find 
resistance to their products begin 
to dissipate. 

Gigabit Beyond Hype 

Another networking technology 
that has moved beyond the hype 
phase this past year is 10 Giga- 
bit Ethernet. According to the 
research firm CIR, lOGbE port 
sales quadrupled this year. And 
the firm sees this as just a ramp 
up into a continued upswing in all 
things Gigabit. CIR projects the 
market will reach $570 million in 
2005 and $3.3 billion by 2009. 

Unsurprisingly, one of the big- 
gest keys to growth this year has 
been a dip in Gigabit prices. As the 



big yet, but it is the next stage of 
maturity set for 2005. If it goes 
without a hitch, managers hope 
to further converge by utilizing 
wireless VoIP phones for maxi- 
mum mobility. 

Lip Service No Longer 

Networking technology isn't 
the only thing that has matured in 
2004. So has the vendors' outlook 
on the market. After years of pay- 
ing lip service to their small to 
medium-sized enterprise cus- 
tomers, vendors are finally creat- 
ing and marketing products and 
services specifically for these cus- 
tomers. This change in pace has 



come out of necessity, as the larg- 
er enterprises have finally reached 
a stage of build-out that doesn't 
require as much purchasing activ- 
ity. It also is a result of the num- 
ber-crunchers finally seeing the 
untapped buying potential of this 
collective market. 



2004 Quick Facts 



According to IDC analysts, 
worldwide VoIP equipment sales 
are expected to finish up at $4.9 
billion this year. That is a 48% 
increase over 2003. The firm 
says that by 2007 the market will 
reach $15.1 billion. 

Telecommunications providers 
are making VoIP more available. 
A recent survey of providers by 
Infonetics Research found that 
94% of respondents plan to offer 
hosted IP voice services by the 
end of next year.

CD/DVD changer— all in a 2U 
rack-mountable case. 



Each tape can hold up to 200GB 
for a total in-device capacity of 
1.4TB, and the Magnum can 
accommodate up to 187GB per 
hour of data bandwidth — as fast as 
a NAS can send it. 

Other features of the new 
Autoloader include a barcode 
reader, Ethernet port (for network 
administration), remote manage- 
ment capability, and a rackmount 
kit.

"Tape automation products 
like this — small autoloaders — are 
really attractive because they give 
good automation at a real cheap 
price point. 

"What's really interesting,"

New Encryption Security Toolkit 
Available As Freeware

A new toolkit for encryption security on 
VPNs is available as a free 12MB ZIP file 
download from VIA Technologies. The 
package, VIA PadLock VPN, works on 
Linux systems (kernel 2.6.5 and higher) 
using VIA's C5P "Nehemiah" CPUs and 
system boards. These are low-power (7- to 
20-watt), native x86-compatible CPUs oper- 
ating in the 533MHz to 1.3GHz range. The 
download contains almost 500 separate files, 
all open source, which can be compiled 
directly or modified to suit your needs. 
Decompressed, they total almost 30MB. 

The C5P CPUs have an RNG (random- 
number generator) on the chip itself. It uses 
the electrical noise in the chip's circuitry to 



generate random values. The random num- 
bers, in turn, drive the U.S. -government- 
approved AES (Advanced Encryption Stan- 
dard). In October 2003, VIA released several 
open-source software-based RNG programs 
and an encrypting engine (Pad-Lock ACE, or 
Advanced Cryptography Engine) to take 
advantage of the random numbers. 

The package combines IPsec and VPN 
technology with the AES hardware encryp- 
tion capabilities of PadLock ACE to make 
it easier to build VPNs. The package can be 
built not only as an embedded VPN gate- 
way or firewall device to implement secure 
site-to-site links between multiple net- 
works, but also as a client/server system to 
implement secure access between roaming 
clients and a network. 



The on-chip RNG speeds up the process 
and provides numbers that are more random 
than software-based RNGs — randomness on 
a par with add-on hardware-based RNGs that 
typically use thermal sensing in resistors to 
do the job. According to VIA, PadLock ACE 
encrypts at rates up to 12.5Gbps on a 1GHz 
VIA Eden-N processor, which is "more than 
eight times faster than the best software AES 
implementation from a . . . 3GHz Intel 
Pentium 4 processor-based system." 

The speed advantage over hardware- 
based systems is not as large, although the 
lower price and lower power consumption 
can be a big advantage. Brian Gladman, the 
iconoclastic British security expert, tested 
ACE last year and says the VIA CPUs are 
1.5 to two times faster at encrypting than 
off-the-shelf hardware-based RNGs. The 
random values are stored in a collection 
buffer accessed directly through a dedicat- 
ed x86 instruction set without the use of 
vulnerable software drivers. Because the

Networking is more impor- 
tant to businesses large and 
small than ever before. Need 
proof? Just take a quick stroll 
through your local electronics 
store and check out all of the net- 
working hardware now available 
to the masses at very reasonable 
prices. Even fairly sophisticated 
hardware, such as routers and 
switches, is now sold by tradition- 
al discounters such as Dell. 

As more and more mission- 
critical applications move into IP 
networks, the strategic business 
importance of the network will 
continue to increase. The hard- 
ware might be getting cheaper, 
but networked environments are 
getting more complex and the 
applications that run on them are 
more critical than ever to the bot- 
tom line. 

SMBs Embrace Networking 

A key trend for the networking 
marketplace is the adoption of 



products that serve the low end.

But, Schatt adds, SMBs are 
beginning to adopt technologies 
such as multimedia, VoIP, and 
more complex security measures.

Networks are now the central 
information highway for busi- 
ness-critical information. As more 
and more applications, such as 
telephony and multimedia, con- 
verge on IP networks, the com- 
plexity of these networks will 
increase. Also, the need to keep 
important business information 
secure and out of the reach of 
information thieves and digital 
vandals will also gain importance. 



The good news is that today's 
hypercompetitive environment 
assures that you, the customer, will 
be able to obtain the hardware you 
need to build out your network 
environment at very competitive 
prices. Companies such as Cisco, 
which traditionally serviced only 
the largest enterprises, are turning 
their attention to the SMB net- 
working marketplace and are 
designing products meant to meet 
SMBs' needs. Discounters such as 
Dell will keep everyone on their 
toes as they attack the lower end of 
the marketplace with rock-bottom 
prices. Bottom line: Consumers 
will benefit in the years ahead.

The Rise & Fall Of Veritas 



Symantec's offer to 
acquire Veritas came 
as a shock to me this week. 
I wasn't aware that Veritas 
was in play for an acquisi- 
tion, much less from a PC 
software company like Sy- 
mantec. A systems compa- 
ny probably would have 
made more sense. But won- 
ders never cease in the stor- 
age business. While I doubt 
this move will work out, 
one thing is certain: Veritas 
will never be the same kind 
of independent voice and 
visionary leader that it once 
was in the storage industry. 

In The Beginning 

The company began in the 
mid- '90s as a group of soft- 
ware engineers who tried to 



Veritas built a huge feature 
set into VxVM, which gave 
administrators detailed con- 
trol of storage I/O processes. 
Talented Unix administrators 
could really make it sing. 

Along the way it devel- 
oped the VxFS (Veritas File 
System) that augmented the 
capabilities of VxVM with 
management tools for logical 
data structures. Among the 
most important innovations 
of VxFS was the ability to 
run Oracle raw partitions in 
spaces identified as files in 
the file system. With the 
ability to manage both data- 
base and unstructured data 
and with the ability to fine- 
tune storage I/O perfor- 
mance, customers standard- 
ized on these Veritas prod-

solve the problem of manag- 
ing disk drives for Sun Mi- 
crosystems servers. The 
VxVM (Veritas Volume 
Manager) software turns 
individual disk drives into 
fault-tolerant and scalable 
storage arrays.

One of the crowning 
achievements of VxFS and 
VxVM was the ability to 
provide a dynamically grow- 
ing file system, where disk 
storage could be added to an 
environment and the file sys- 
tem adjusted dynamically to 



use the new storage without 
loss of uptime. 

Veritas expanded its busi- 
ness by porting its technolo- 
gy across the leading Unix 
platforms, including IBM's 
AIX and HP's HP-UX. 
These ports were extremely 
difficult and resource-inten- 
sive for the company, as 
coding for kernel software 
development is among the 
most difficult and challeng- 
ing work in software. The 
cost of this work could be 
covered by the relatively 
high cost of Unix software 
licenses. Windows proved 
to be another story. 

Along the way, Veritas 
built a big business in back- 
up and recovery software. It 
first purchased Open Vision 
in the mid- '90s to get Unix 
backup and recovery along 
with its VxVS and VxFS 
products. Veritas NetBackup 
became one of the leading 
backup solutions for Unix 
environments. Several years 
later, in what has to be one of 
the most interesting deals in 
all of technology, Veritas 
acquired the storage manage- 
ment software business from 
Seagate — a deal that allowed 
Seagate to transform itself 



technology skills, it seemed 
like Veritas would be able to 
continue dominating its seg- 
ment of the industry. 



from a large, undervalued 
public company to a private 
company. If memory serves 
me correctly, the price tag 
for this deal was $1.6 billion. 
The Seagate software acqui- 
sition gave Veritas a much- 
needed opening into the 
rapidly expanding Windows 
server software business. 

At the time of the Seagate 
software acquisition, Veritas 
was all by itself at the top of

Identity Crisis 

Times have changed 
quickly for Veritas. As is 
often the case, one of its 
main strengths turned out to 
be a major weakness: Its 
once-dynamic VxVM and 
VxFS OEM software busi- 
ness fell off the cliff with the 
dot-com collapse of Unix 
server sales. The growth of 
Windows servers at the ex- 
pense of Unix created busi- 
ness-model problems for 
Veritas for these products, 
neither of which have had 



much success in Windows 
environments. 

More importantly, Veritas 
seems to have lost its vision- 
ary leadership talent. Once 
known as the "data availabili- 
ty" company, new CEO Gary 
Bloom tried to expand the 
business into systems man- 
agement and tried to overhaul 
the company's identity to be 
broader than storage. The 
result was confusion. As an 
outside observer, it became 
impossible to understand 
what the company's mission 
was. Many long-time em- 
ployees, feeling under-appre- 
ciated by the new regime, left 
the company just when it 
needed their experience and 
expertise the most. 

With so many important 
new initiatives in storage 
such as tiered storage, Infor- 
mation Lifecycle Manage- 
ment, and regulations com- 
pliance, Veritas has been 
conspicuous by their absence 
at the forefront of these 
charges. Industry leadership 
now belongs to Network 
Appliance and EMC. IBM 
and/or Commvault will take 
Veritas' place in the pecking 
order as Veritas glides into 
the sunset. It was a fun 
ride — it just didn't last.

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IBM, Lenovo & 
Happy Meals 



The headlines call it 
an acquisition. The 
IBM PR department calls it 
a strategic alliance. I call it a 
disaster. Monikers aside, 
IBM is selling its entire PC 
division to Beijing-based 
Lenovo Group Unlimited. In 
other words, IBM is going 
to quit making PCs. What's 
next? Is McDonald's going 
to quit making hamburgers? 
I think it is safe to assume 
that I was not the only IT 
professional caught off 
guard by IBM's announce- 
ment. Although in retro- 
spect, the more I think about 
IBM's focus on services, the 
less shocking the news be- 
comes. In fact, I would not 
be surprised if IBM had a 
larger plan to spin off all 
manufacturing and make the 
Global Services division its 
primary business function. 
That said, though, I am not 
exactly optimistic about its 
chances of succeeding. 

Super Size 

I mock it above, but to be 
fair, the IBM/Lenovo an- 
nouncement is both an ac- 
quisition and an alliance. 



Lenovo is set to acquire 
IBM's PC business: the 
notebooks, the desktops, the 
monitors, the ThinkVantage 
applications, and the sales 
staff. In terms of a part- 
nership, Lenovo becomes 
IBM's preferred supplier of 
PC products and IBM be- 
comes Lenovo' s preferred 
provider of services and 
customer financing. IBM 
will also hold 18.9% owner- 
ship in Lenovo. The synergy 
of this merger is supposed to 
come from super-sizing: 
Lenovo' s enterprise pres- 
ence in China and IBM's 
retail presence in America. 

Value Meals 

Looking at this acquisition 
on the surface, IBM has 
always wanted a piece of the 
retail market. It has dabbled 
in it before, but never with 
great success. Its desires are 
understandable. Judging by 
the consumer success of 
competitors such as Dell and 
HP, Lenovo' s expertise 
should make the IBM brand 
more competitive in the con- 
sumer market. Admittedly, 
profit potential for IBM is 



less, as it holds only part 
ownership in Lenovo, but its 
risk of getting burned is con- 
siderably less. 

On a deeper level, howev- 
er, I think we have to look at 
IBM's vision of the future. 
IBM calls it On Demand. 
HP calls it the Adaptive 
Enterprise. Microsoft calls it 
the Dynamic Systems Initi- 
ative, and Gartner calls it 
the Real Time Enterprise. 
Everyone has its own name 
for it, but one of the core 
tenets of all of these strate- 
gies is to virtually separate 
applications and services 
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will simply become part of a 
big gray cloud called the 
grid. 

I have little doubt that 
this vision will one day be 
realized. I place that date 
further in the future than 
most, but whenever grid 
computing inevitably reach- 
es a saturation point, the

from the underlying hard- 
ware infrastructure. IBM 
believes that the future of 
enterprise computing will 
focus entirely on applica- 
tions. Ordering hardware to 
run those applications will 
be little more difficult than 
ordering a value meal in the 
drive-through. Infrastructure 



service-oriented companies 
will be the ones poised to 
take the greatest advantage 
of it. I think IBM selling its 
PC division may only be the 
start of a long-term strategy 
to change customer percep- 
tions of IBM from a tech- 
nology-oriented company to 
a service-oriented company. 



I think IBM's On Demand 
philosophy is brilliant, but 
if indeed this alliance with 
Lenovo is an attempt to ac- 
celerate its vision, I think 
IBM is not only ahead of its 
time, but underestimating 
enterprise reaction. 

Big Macs 

To truly manifest the 
vision of grid computing, 
both applications and hu- 
mans are required to be 
completely platform-agnos- 
tic. The applications have 
far enough to go as it is, and 
humans will be difficult to 
convince even after it is 
technically feasible. Change 
is always fraught with resis- 
tance, and this one is a 
doozy! To ask IT decision 
makers to embrace a com- 
pletely virtualized infra- 
structure requires them to 
surrender control of their 
infrastructure. It requires a 
huge leap of faith. 

The Lenovo announce- 
ment also just widened the 
gap of how far one must 
leap. For some time, IBM 
adamantly denied any accu- 
sations of trying to sell its 
PC business, only to renege 
on its word and sell the 
division to a consumer- 
oriented company that is 
partially controlled by the 
Chinese government and 



has a poor reputation for 
quality. That is a serious 
blow to my confidence in 
IBM, no matter how good 
or bad the Lenovo products 
turn out to be. 

For years, we have pur- 
chased IBM products be- 
cause of their reputation. 
IBM products were like Big 
Macs. I could order 10,000 
of them and every one of 
them would be exactly the 
same. The company's ac- 
tions were predictable and 
its products were depend- 
able, and that was exactly 
what we needed to reliably 
build our business. Now the 
future is clouded. I can no 
longer listen to IBM without 
wondering which products 
might disappear next. 

Only time will tell for 
certain what IBM's true 
intentions are and how suc- 
cessful it may be, but even 
selling the PC business is a 
significant blow to our rela- 
tionship with IBM. IBM is 
going to have a big rock to 
climb to overcome the dam- 
age it has done to customer 
opinion. In the meantime, 
maybe I can talk some Mc- 
Donald' s executives into 
putting Dell notebooks in 
the Happy Meals.

Tips For Securing 
Occasionally Connected Devices

Benjamin Franklin once said, 
"Carelessness does more harm 
than a want of knowledge." 

When it comes to network se- 
curity, endpoint security should 
not be carelessly overlooked. 
Vulnerabilities and security holes 
lie at the core of what makes sys- 
tems insecure. 

One potential security hole is 
the occasionally connected laptop. 
Devices such as laptops are one 
of the biggest headache sources 
for security managers. It's hard 
enough keeping in-house work- 
stations and servers secure with 
up-to-date antivirus software and 
the latest patches and updates. 

Unfortunately, remote workers 
may not be updating their AV sig- 
natures or downloading the latest 
patches as often as they should, 
yet they continue to regularly log 
on to your corporate networks. 
Mobile employees pick up viruses 
and worms on the road, then 
infect the corporate network when 
they access remotely or via Ether- 
net back at the office. 

If that's not enough to fret over, 
laptops are often taken out of 
the home or office and transported 
via airport or subway and left in 
hotel rooms and public areas, and 
as such, are particularly susceptible 
to loss or theft. This then means 
that your organization's confiden- 
tial or proprietary data could be lost 
or stolen. Laptops will often con- 
tain sensitive data such as financial, 
payroll, customer information, or 
personnel records. 

Faced with restricted budgets, 
security managers simply don't 
have the time or resources to play 
sheriff with maverick remote 
workers. The following tips can 
help with endpoint security by 
tying up some loose ends. 

Policies & Procedures 

More systems than ever are 
accessing the network: desktop 
PCs, notebooks, servers, palm- 
tops, and now even cell phones. 
Developing and enforcing policies 
regarding their use is paramount to 
keeping networks secure. 



"Corporate policies should exist 
in a living document and should 
be modified as the needs of the 
company evolve," says security 
expert Dave Wreski, CEO of 
Guardian Digital, an open-source 
security company providing cor- 
porate policy enforcement and 
open- source security solutions. 

There are lots of security issues 
for policies to cover for portable 
PC users, mobile workers, and 
teleworkers. According to Dr. 
Gary Hinson, chief executive for 
IT governance consultancy IsecT, 
patching and updating are just one 
aspect that policies need to cover. 
Others include asset management 
and physical security (especially 
theft of data and hardware and 
accidental and/or criminal dam- 
age); backups; removal of sensi- 
tive data from the corporation; use 
of systems by unauthorized per- 
sons; VPNs; Wi-Fi; remote, 
round-the-clock support; installa- 
tion of unauthorized software; and 
end-user access to configuration 
utilities that interfere with virus 
scanning. It's important to note 
that policies, once established, 
should be distributed to employ- 
ees so they are aware of expected 
Internet behavior.

According to Mitchell Ashley,

Ashley explains, "Each newly 
connected wireless device should 
be quarantined using an endpoint 
security solution such as Still- 
Secure Safe Access and examined 
for evidence of being compromised 
by worms, Trojans, viruses, and 
spyware. They should also be 



peer applications, and enforcing 
operating system, browser, and 
application security settings." 

Patch As Patch Can 

Generally, an effective patch 
management program requires 
monitoring software vulnerabili- 
ties and identifying the available 
patches befitting your needs. 
When it comes to the occasionally 
connected laptop, IsecT' s Hinson 
sees several alternatives. 

You can take the least costly 
option of leaving it to end users 
and systems to self-patch; howev- 
er, this is neither ideal nor reliable. 
Other options are to distribute 
patches or updates when systems 
connect — for example, using SMS 
or login scripting — or prevent fur- 
ther network access until patched. 
While this approach is better than 
the first, it is more difficult to con- 
figure, and it is more costly. 

Lastly, your organization can 
"sheep-dip" PCs every so often, 
for example, requiring that they 
be brought in for onsite patching. 
Hinson explains that this is not a 
practical solution either and that it 
may even be costlier and not very 
effective, depending on your cor- 
porate culture and staff. Whatever 
patching option you choose, it 
must be integrated as part of

your organization's clearly stated 
procedure policy. Says Hinson, 
"Procedures should flow from the 
policies and standards." 

Another simple yet sometimes 
overlooked option is to turn on 
automatic updates in your OS and 
antivirus software. This is advanta- 
geous because such software can 
poll the remote download site peri- 
odically to see if any updates are 
available. "Organizations should 
make it policy that these systems 
are updated before they're connect- 
ed to the network (via a protected 
network segment, dial-up, etc.) or 
at least as soon as they're connect- 
ed to the network," says Kevin 
Beaver of information security 
company Principle Logic. 

More Tools Of The Trade 

When it comes to keeping your 
remote devices secure, the choices 
are almost endless. Sophos, for 
example, offers Remote Update 
on its enterprise-class antivirus 
product that will automatically 
retrieve Sophos antivirus updates 
for users when they connect to the 
network. 

GFI Software offers another 
product for securing remote de- 
vices. The company's new LAN- 
guard Portable Storage Control 
helps protect the entry and exit of 
data via portable storage, such as 
USB flash drives. Such devices 
represent another potential security 
risk, as viruses and other malicious 
agents can make their way into 
your network through a portable 
storage device. 

Security Is A Process 

In short, security is a process, 
not a product. "I would like to see 
a method that does not require 
software to be installed on a lap- 
top/machine but can isolate it 
automatically (and completely) 
when it is first connected to the 
network so that it cannot commu- 
nicate with the LAN until given 
permission by the IT manager 
through a central management 
interface or once it has been 
scanned with the latest AV," says 
Simon Heron of Network Box, a 
U.K.-based Internet threat preven- 
tion company. 

The bottom line is that laptops, 
PDAs, and even portable storage 
devices need to be included and 
addressed in your organization's 
overall security plans. If you're 
interested in additional related 
information, visit www. notice 
bored.com for a wealth of securi- 
ty resources.

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Keeping Vendors Honest 



When Does A Single-Company 
Turnkey Solution Make Sense?

• • • 

You have two projects on your plate, 
and numerous vendors say they will offer 
you a turnkey solution for each. A new 
remote office requires its LAN to be set up, 
which includes router and firewall installa- 
tion. The other project is a lot more com- 
prehensive, involving a complete rehaul of 
your 500-user network's storage system. 

In both cases, vendors are more than 
willing to offer a turnkey solution so that a 
single vendor bundles all your hardware 
and software into a single package. The 
simplicity of entrusting each project to a 
single vendor is appealing, but is such an 
approach right for both projects? 

With so many companies offering broad 
product lines that make turnkey solutions 
possible, consolidating all your purchases 
for a given project is increasingly feasible. 
But what about potential conflicts of inter- 
est? Such as, for example, when a hard- 
ware vendor's mission is to sell as much 
hardware as possible without adding soft- 
ware tools to the mix that are designed to 
reduce complexity and save your enter- 
prise money? 

Smaller Tasks, Fewer Conflicts Of Interest 

In the case of setting up a small-office 
LAN, a one-stop, turnkey package from a 
reseller or hardware vendor would probably 
not pose many potential conflicts of inter- 
est. Setting up a LAN is something you 



might have already done many times your- 
self, and you probably know what server, 
networking software, and firewall routers 
have worked well for you in the past. 

Also, for such a relatively straightfor- 
ward project, the reseller is not in the posi- 
tion to tack on extra hardware or software 
that you won't need. "For smaller projects, 



be storage, desktops, [or] servers," says 
Mark Magee, segment manager for Altiris, 
an IT lifecycle management company. 

However, while a potential conflict of 
interest is clear, it doesn't make much 
sense for vendors to underhandedly take 
advantage of its customers just to boost the 
total of a single sale, Baschab says. "A 
'sneaky' storage management tool violates 
Pascal's Wager, which says the bad press 
and public relations damage due to the 
exploitation of this conflict of interest is

the money, risk scope, etc. that the benefits 
of a single vendor offer in terms of integra- 
tion, simplicity, and ease of coordination 
outweigh the benefits of avoiding the con- 
flict of interest," says John Baschab, execu- 
tive vice president and co-founder of 
Impact Innovations Group. 

Dividing & Ruling For Big Projects 

However, large projects require a differ- 
ent mindset. In the case of storage resource 
management tools, which are designed to 
save a company money by not buying more 
storage, it could be problematic to rely on 
the storage manufacturer's tool. "Certainly, 
a hardware vendor, for example, is in the 
business of moving hardware, whether that 



likely to be far greater than any incremental 
sales generated," Baschab says. "I think 
companies would rather make a combined 
sale of hardware and management software 
in the short run and rely on the ever-in- 
creasing demand for storage and the 
improved market share that the integrated 
product can bring." 

Most vendors, of course, also look to 
secure future partnerships. "[Vendors] real- 
ize, based on the feedback they get from 
their customer base, that they also need to 
provide capabilities through partnerships 
and other means for their end users to 
streamline the management of the hardware 
that they are moving, whether that be a 
server or storage device," Magee says. "It 



is well-recognized that 70% of costs repre- 
sent [post-sale] maintenance costs." 

In many cases, it still makes sense to 
purchase the hardware and management 
software from the same vendor for large 
projects. "Buying management software 
designed by engineering teams who clear- 
ly work as closely as possible with the 
hardware teams is likely going to result 
in a better product," Baschab says. "But 
clearly there is a limit to this, [such as 
how] Cisco is not likely to have a market- 
beating ERP system."

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Should IT Take A Cue 
From Consumer Electronics?

Technology is the most excit- 
ing industry in the world. But it 
has to change, according to Ken 
Cron of Computer Associates. 

"First, technology must be 
designed to solve a specific prob- 
lem or achieve a specific objective. 
And second, it's got to be easy to 
use," he told a crowd of analysts, 
engineers, developers, and pro- 
grammers in his October 2004 
TECHXNY keynote address. He 
warned that innovation purely for 
the sake of it would result in unre- 
alized potential, high risk, and 
large upfront investments. 

To avoid such a situation, Cron 
suggested taking "a page out of the 
book of consumer technology," 
pointing out that technology such 
as televisions, VCRs, and cell 
phones only become successful in 
the marketplace if they deliver 
what they promise, have ease of 
use, and are affordable. 

Although it seems like com- 
mon-sense advice to build prod- 
ucts that customers want, Yankee 
Group analyst Laura DiDio says 
that many technology companies 
haven't been operating that way. 
Instead, they've tried to stay 
ahead of consumer interest and 
drive the market, rather than look 
at how customers are reacting. 

"If you look at a large company 
like Microsoft, you'll see how atti- 
tudes are changing," says DiDio. 
"They're becoming much more 
interested in expanding their reach 
through broad initiatives." These 
include looking at consumer tech- 
nology's effect on the market and 
then applying that strategy to a 
corporate audience. 

Companies have also been a bit 
too keen on creating proprietary 
products, making integration a 
headache, especially when com- 
bined with competing standards. 



In the consumer arena, customers 
have little tolerance for products 
that aren't functional or are diffi- 
cult to use. But in the technology 
industry, IT departments put up 
with such annoyances every day. 



And yet, that's not often the 
case. Despite clear indications that 
IT departments want better man- 
agement and more value from their 
infrastructures, the industry is still 
rife with multilayered products 
that don't play well with others. 

Others in the industry share 
Cron's belief that complexity 
should be minimized, and pro-

"Too many products are designed 
without putting customer needs 
first," Cron said. "And the wide 
variety of products from a wide 
variety of vendors has created too 
much complexity. Think about it." 

Consumer Electronics 
As Leader? 

Expanding on the idea that IT 
should look at the consumer elec- 
tronics model, Cron noted that the 
stream of new products is frustrat- 
ing customers, who have to juggle 
multiple platforms, applications, 
and standards. 

"It's not just a matter of effi- 
ciency and cost," said Cron. 
"Companies are also increasingly 
vulnerable because firewalls, 
antivirus, and access control are 
provided by a variety of incom- 
patible vendors." 

In the consumer electronics 
world, it' s possible to put together 
a home stereo using different 
components such as receivers, 
speakers, and amplifiers, but such 
flexibility isn't available. "IT 
should be just as simple," accord- 
ing to Cron. "Plug in and go." 



ducts and services should deliver 
what they promise. Robert 
Stalick, CEO of professional ser- 
vices firm Internosis, says, "IT 
has a horrible reputation in terms 
of making sure that projects have 
predictable outcomes." He notes 



predictable outcomes," says 
Stalick. He added that there's def- 
initely a movement toward ac- 
countability and recognition of 
customer needs from vendors. 

If IT departments and technolo- 
gy companies focus on the same 
areas as those prized by consumer 
electronics, the result could be very 
beneficial in terms of getting pre- 
dictable outcomes, better benefits, 
and ultimately, customer loyalty. 

Applying The Theory 

Cron's speech was delivered in 
the midst of a change at CA, and 
his ideas are an apt description for 
the company's new focus. George 
Kafkarkou, CA's senior vice pres- 
ident for consumer and SMB, 
notes that the company announced 
not long ago that it was entering 
the consumer software business. 

In its move into the consumer 
market, the company has seen that 
the type of consumer-focused 
principles articulated by Cron 
would work especially well with 
smaller customers. 

"The SMB market segment is 
similar to the consumer electronics 
audience," says Kafkarkou. "They 
want a great out-of-the-box experi- 
ence, ease of use, and excellent 
customer attention." 

He anticipates that other com- 
panies will begin to see things the 
CA way and build on the three 
key tenets of the consumer busi- 
ness: acquisition, retention, and 
loyalty. "We think that this strate- 
gy of taking a cue from the con- 
sumer market will spread to other 
parts of CA because it makes 
sense, especially for our SMB 
customers," he says.

that many projects come in late, 
flawed, and over budget. With 
more of an emphasis on simplici- 
ty and management, these prob- 
lems could be minimized.

Whether Cron's ideas will find 
fertile soil in the tech industry 
remains to be seen, but analyst 
DiDio feels that the timing is 
right for such a transition.

set that experienced IT admins 
should have, analysts and ob- 
servers say. Your basic skill set as 
an IT admin should help you sift 
through sales teams' pitches. 

"Adding new systems or mak- 
ing upgrades are part of the basic 
skills of the administrator, who 
will talk to software and hardware 
vendors and try to pair the two in 
his or her mind," says Jean-Pierre 
Garbani, an analyst for Forrester 
Research. "Fundamentally, it is 
down to the administrator and his 
or her knowledge and the contacts 
that they have with the different 
vendors that will give them the 
clues about what does work and 
what doesn't work." 

An IT admin can also use his 
expertise to offset the dilemma of 
whether to go with a single vendor 
by knowing what hardware and 
software is required beforehand. 
"An IT director with his or her 
CCIE certification may feel very 
comfortable single-sourcing things 
from Cisco because he or she will 
be highly likely to catch interest 
conflicts," Baschab says. "The 
same goes for any other specific 
expertise the IT director may have 
developed during their career." 

Getting It Down On Paper 

Meanwhile, whether you go 
with a single vendor or not, it is 
necessary to break down a pro- 
ject's tasks in metrics that state in 
writing what is expected from a 
single vendor or several vendors. 
These metrics and terms should 
also be part of a written contract. 

However, among IT managers 
who form written contracts, most 
fail to subsequently review the 
written agreements to make sure 
that all terms have been fulfilled 
after completion of a project, 
Baschab says. "Where we see 
companies get into trouble is 
the post-sale finger pointing," 
Baschab says. "Then, post-sale, 
all the points that seemed critical 
get locked away into a contract 
that no one ever reviews again . . . 
[Statistics from the Cutter Con- 
sortium show that] 50% of tech- 
nology vendor contracts are 
reviewed by IT customers only 
once per year or less."

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I Best Of Both Worlds 

The local telephone network 

is privately owned and heavily 
taxed, often resulting in high costs 
and limited feature sets for busi- 
nesses and consumers. With in- 
creased interest in VoIP calling, 
however, businesses and PC own- 
ers are slowly considering their 
network LAN for voice calls. Now 
that the Federal Government has 
held off on key taxes, VoIP is look- 
ing even more attractive. The prob- 
lem is equipment: getting afford- 
able devices that allow broadband 
connections (including cable, satel- 
lite, cellular, Wi-Fi, and WiMax) to 
carry telephone calls. 

This problem is changing as 
manufacturers respond to increas- 
ing market demand. For example, 



the Siemens Gigaset M34 USB 
adapter is compatible with six 
Siemens Gigaset telephone models 
and allows those cordless tele- 
phones to use high-speed Internet 
connections when placing calls to 
traditional telephones. Calls placed 
among Internet recipients (which 
do not use the traditional telephone 
system) are free. Skype software 
(dubbed SkypeOut) is also bundled 
with the adapter to support Inter- 
net-to-telephone calls. The Sie- 
mens adapter is relatively expen- 
sive and is currently only available 
in Europe. Still, pricing and avail- 
ability should improve dramatically 
as VoIP features proliferate. 

I Pay Increasing For Some 

The last few years have been 
very difficult for IT professionals. 



The dot-com burst of the late 
1990s, along with continued cor- 
porate mergers, downsizing, and 
outsourcing, has placed a lot of 
pressure on the IT industry. Even 
this year has seen an overall drop 
in pay for both certified and non- 
certified IT skills. However, ana- 
lysts at Foote Partners see a com- 
ing turnaround, noting that pay 
levels for certified networking 
skills have risen 5.9%, while non- 
certified skills for hot areas such 
as messaging, email, and group- 
ware has risen 4.5%. The Foote 
report also notes other factors 
(such as failed outsourcing and 
increased hiring by consulting 
firms) for the upturn in some 
pay scales. Areas to watch in- 
clude VoIP networking, Certified 
Information Systems Security 



Professional status, and XML 
experience. IT professionals con- 
cerned about their long-term job 
prospects may wish to take 
the time to re-evaluate their expe- 
rience base and plan for rele- 
vant training to maintain their 
employ ability. 

I Bidding For Computer Power 

Industry leaders pursuing 
utility computing ultimately 
envision users drawing from a 
global pool of computing power 
and paying based on the amount 
of computing power that they 
use, much the same way that 
users pay for ordinary utilities 
such as water or electricity. The 
problem for the industry isn't in 
providing the computing power 
but in pricing that computer 



power in a way that makes the 
most business sense. In short, 
how much are you willing to pay 
for computing power? 

HP's Tycoon program seeks 
to answer this question as part of 
its Adaptive Enterprise empha- 
sis. Tycoon lets customers bid 
for the computing resources that 
they need, allowing the market 
to determine how computing 
resources are allocated. HP 
plans to employ Tycoon at up- 
coming computing-intensive 
events such as SE3D, as well as 
large organizations such as 
CERN and the European Orga- 
nization for Nuclear Research. 
Eventually, HP believes that the 
lessons learned from Tycoon 
could serve as the model for 
third-party providers.

Struggling Against The Tide 



Not Even Legislation 
Can Stop PC Prying

There is little doubt that spyware has 
emerged as a serious security issue for IT pro- 
fessionals. In its mildest form, spyware tracks 
online activities, often revealing behaviors 
that marketers can use to direct their sales and 
development efforts. But spyware frequently 
takes a more sinister form, allowing hackers 
to steal sensitive information such as pass- 
words and account information. 

When you realize that spyware commonly 
enters networks and individual PCs through 
untested downloads, email attachments, and 
malicious Web coding, it's easy to see that 
the potential threat rivals computer viruses in 
proliferation and business exposure. Richard 
Stiennon, vice president of Threat Research at 
Webroot Software, says, "Our surveys show 
that spyware is an acknowledged issue at 
60% of enterprises in North America. Help 
desk expense is the No. 1 pain point as IT 
resources are diverted to cleanup systems 
[that have been compromised with spyware]." 

Evolution Of A Monster 

Although we normally deal with spyware 
as a dangerous threat, spyware comes from 
relatively innocent origins. Stiennon says, 
"Spyware evolved out of the affiliate market- 



ing space that grew up around ecommerce. 
Much like spam, many types of spyware 
direct end users to sites that pay the spyware 
writers for every visit." Spyware 's evolution 
from docile to dangerous has been a gradual 
process starting with cookie tracking, then 
search redirects, and ultimately moving to 
browser hijacker software and beyond. 

But it's not just one or two spyware ele- 
ments that plague LANs and PCs. The prolif- 
eration of spyware is so great that there may 
be dozens of spyware elements on an every- 
day PC, says Stiennon. "We find the average 
PC has 26 such pieces of spyware on it." 
Aside from the potential security issues, such 
a volume of spyware can affect system per- 
formance, sometimes to the point where a PC 
is barely usable. Slow boot times, unexpect- 
ed pop-up ads, and home page changes are 
some possible symptoms of spyware activity. 

It seems that spyware has evolved into a 
monster that can invade privacy and compro-

mise sensitive corporate (and personal) infor- 
mation. "Other than the pain of slow PCs and 
the cost to remove spyware, the security risk 
is that key loggers and Trojans reside on the 
machine. Trojans can grab any data off a 
computer and email it or FTP it to the hacker. 
Keystroke loggers record every keystroke, 



thus grabbing any password, account num- 
ber, or credit card number that is entered in a 
Web form. Clogger and Apophis Spy are two 
such programs," says Stiennon. 

Grim Prognosis 

Spyware has become a fact of life for IT 
departments and individual users, and Stien- 
non offers a grim prognosis: "Spyware is 
already taking advantage of worms and vi- 
ruses to spread. We see that trend continuing 
because it is very profitable for the cre- 
ators. We also expect vulnerabilities in spy- 
ware to lead to new worms and viruses (spy- 
ware writers make mistakes too)." He also 
notes that spyware developers are achieving 
greater sophistication, making spyware more 
difficult to detect and eradicate (appearing 
more frequently as "legitimate" software). 

Even government legislation is unlikely 
to curtail the continued development and 
relentless deployment of spyware. As 
Stiennon says, "The legislation recently 
passed by the House and Senate [the I-SPY 
Act], when combined and signed by the 
President, will help to define requirements 
for consent and removal. This will force any 
organization that is using software to gener- 
ate ad revenue or track browser behavior to 
be more forthright in disclosing what their 
software does and make it obvious and sim- 
ple to remove. In the meantime, the offshore 
hackers and cyber thieves will continue 
their nefarious practices." 



Meeting The Threat 

Good security practices and management 
are essential to meet the spyware threat. An 
immediate answer is to deploy one of the 
many anti-spyware products currently avail- 
able on the market. These will scan systems 
and identify and eliminate many of the spy- 
ware threats that are currently known. 

Although most anti-spyware tools are 
intended for individual PCs, Stiennon points 
to Webroot' s own product as an enterprise 
solution. "SpySweeper Enterprise is client 
software that scans memory and disk space 
for known spies. It also has shields that pre- 
vent new infections. The settings are con- 
trolled by a central console that determines 
how much control the end user has over the 
product, as well as when scans are performed. 
The architecture supports over 10,000 clients 
from a single console and can be extended to 
hundreds of thousands by using tiered servers 
deployed around the enterprise." Of course, 
anti-spyware tools (as with antivirus utilities) 
must be used regularly — and updated fre- 
quently — as new spyware is identified. 

Over the long term, many spyware threats 
may be avoided with relatively simple 
changes to everyday business practices. For 
example, Stiennon suggests that administra- 
tors keep all operating systems and applica- 
tions patched, deny administrative rights to 
all but essential users, employ URL/content 
filtering to block unwanted Web sites, and 
lock down systems to prevent users from 
installing software. He also suggests block- 
ing ActiveX at the firewall or gateway and 
switching to an inherently more secure Web 
browser, such as Mozilla's FireFox.
